Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argued features, le. "generating for each 
program a lowest bit rate representation having a peak bit rate not greater than C/P where C is the total channel capacity in time T and P is 
the total number of programs" reads on Aharoni et al.. Aharoni et al. shows in Fig. 10 shows a generated bit rate that has a peak that is less 
than total channel capacity in time divided by the total number of programs, the network channel bandwidth divided by bytes online, which is 
equal to the total number of programs. Therefore, the Aharoni et al. reads on the claims as written. 
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
